LA. Officials Say They Did All 
In Power To Hold Aluminum Plant

Samuel B. Morris, chief engin­ 
eer and general manager of the 
City Water and Power depart-

Water und Power and Council 
man Ed J. Davenport 112th dis­ 
trict) have climbed into the ring 
on the side of Mayor Fletchcr 
Bowron to engage the U. S. Sen; 
ate Small Business ^Committee 
on the issue of whether the city 
should have retained the $25,- 
000,000 aluminum reduction plant 
at Torrance.

The War Assets Administra­ 
tion has advertised the plant 
for sale as surplus on Jan. 24, 
when it will be turned over to 
the highest bidder for removal 
to some other section of the 
country.

Lack of   an adequate power 
supply keeps the plant from 
operating here.

Dewey Anderson, executive 
secretary of the Senate commit­ 
tee, criticized Los Angeles for 
losing a golden opportunity for 
employment at the aluminum 
plant and stated 1,000 men could 
have worked there.

But city officials are not re­ 
luctant to lose the plant de­ 
scribed as a "white elephant" 
and "another example of too 
hasty war inspired action" by 
Mayor Bowron.

Councilman Davenport ridiculed 
the intelligence of the Federal 
agency which established the 
plant in Torrance.

He pointed out that by coun­ 
cil action a year ago a rolling 
mill which docs not require the 
Immense amount of power re­ 
quired by a reduction mill had
been saved for the

Ity. 
rnment cer

tainly showed good sense dur­ 
ing the war," said .Davenport 
sarcastically. "They V>t'«d In­ 
gots at the Torrance plant, 

  shipped them to Spokane, Wash., 
to be rolled into sheet metal 
and than the sheet aluminum 
was shipped back to the Los

ment, declared that he had 
asked the War Assets Adminis­ 
tration to hold the aluminum 
plant Intact for a two-year per­ 
iod until additional supplies of 
low cost hydro-electric energy 
were made available, but this 
proposal was overruled.

"W c cooperated completely 
with the War Production Board 
when we made available a large 
surplus of lowcost hydro electric 
power," he asserted. 'The De­ 
partment not only made avail­ 
able power for operation of the 
reduction plant but urged con­ 
struction of a rolling mill. This 
would have made possible an in­ 
tegrated aluminum industry in 
Los Angeles. But the rolling 
mill was built In Spokane."

In 1944 the reduction plant 
operations were halted by the 
government due to overproduc­ 
tion resulting In a tremendous 
stockpile of metal. The depart­ 
ment vainly exerted every ef­ 
fort to secure an operator for 
over a year.

"In the meantime," declared 
Morris, "new small industries 
developed In large numbers In 
Los Angeles. They are of a 
type, fortunately, most desirable 
for the area contributing to the 
diversification of the industrial 
base and providing a high rate 
of Job creation per kilowatt hour 
of energy consumed."

In this connection Davenport 
commented at the council dis­ 
cussion that 1000 jobs may have 
been lost but that new plants 
have created 70,000 new Jobs 
since the war's end.
